Social Work reorganization proposed, opposed

Despite “overwhelming” faculty and community 
opposition, the CSUS administration is pushing for 
the reorganization of the School of Social Work, ac- 
cording to Social Work Professor Emanuel Gale 

The reorganization, proposed by Vice - President 
of Academic Affairs Sandra Barkdull, would 
eliminate the autonomy of the Schoo! of Social Work 
and incorporate it as a department or division in a 
larger, newly created school 

“We believe in maintaining the autonomy of the 
School of Social Work rather than being consumed 
in some larger organization,’ Gale said 

In a recent Social Work faculty meeting, an 
“overwhelming majority” of the faculty members 
voted against the elimination of the schoo! as an 
autonomous unit, Gale added 


According to Gale, budget problems and a lack of 
communication between different areas of the 
university are two Causes the administration cited 
for the proposal 

But, there would be no cost savings with a new 
school,” Gaie said. “There would be added costs 
Social Work would still need a 12 - month position 
Le, department chair, and the other units would also 
need a 12 - month position cus add a super dean on 
top which is added costs. And, they want to enharrce 
communications but you don't need reorganization 
to facilitate that 

The administration identified the need for the re 
Organization because of budget, space and en 
roliment pressures, plus curriculum overlap and 
duplication 

Social Work faculty members, calling themseives 
the Anti Reorganization Committee, view the 
decision to restructure the school as “part of the 


overali assault on human services. The federai 
initiative to eliminate and drastically reduce 
programs is retlective of the Reagan - Stockman 
philosophy that government has limited res- 
ponsibility to provide services for people in need 
Social workers, who have been committed to the op 
pressed, are therefore expendable.” 

The group also claims that the change will create 
inter - departmental competition which would limit 
the program's ‘esearch and resource ability and 
affect the school's allocation of faculty positions 
promotions, admissions and recruitment policies 

Community members have also voiced op- 
position to the proposal if it means a change in the 
-urrent program 

According to June Otow of Asian Community 
Services, “If there are not quality Social Work 
Students coming out (of the school), then the quality 
of the social services we deliver to the community 


will suffer. And, if resources are cut, then good field 
placements will aiso suffer.” 

Social Work alumnus and Director of the Goiden 
Empire Health Systems Rick Badger said he is in 
favor of the school remaining autonomous 


“The current Social Work program has turned out 
good graduates and if anything is done and if there is 
4 cut back in the school’s effectiveness under 
another program, then the graduates will suffer,” 
Badger said 

The current School of Social Work is the largest 
in the state, and with 300 graduate students it 
operates the largest full - time graduate program at 
CSUS, Gale said 

According to a memorandum distributed by 
Barkdull, a full plan of the proposal will be presented 
to the campus by April 22. and a final decision will be 
made on or before May 12

Like a seasoned actor, Steve Bonilia gets better with every per- 
formance. After losing his first three starts of the season for the Hornet 
bagebal! team, the lefthander has won his last six outings ail in Far 
Western Conference play 

Bonilla, or “Bones” as his teammates cali him, shares the FWC lead 
with San Francisco State's Mike Morris with six victories and tops the 
league with 41 strikeouts and a respectabie 2 72 earned run average 
His conference record stands at 6-2 

“Steve is pitching really well right now, Hornet Coach John Smith 
said of the senior pitcher. “He had a siow start, but he has turned 
things around by himself. Right now he is a very consistent pitcher.” 

Boniila graduated from the now - closed Washington High Schoo! 
in Broderick. in his senior year, the baseball team won the Superior 
California League titie and went on to win the Northern California CIF 
1A crown 

The left - hander enrolled in Sacramento City College and did not 
pitch much for the school’s team until midway through its season. He 
made thg most of his chance, hurling 36 innings without allowing an 
earned run and finishing with a 3-1 record 

in his second year at SCC, Bonilia was in a starting rotation with 
four other pitchers. Three of them are now playing professional 
baseball, and the other pitcher's at the University of Nevada at Las 
Vegas 

“Sacramento City College nas an excelient baseball program 
Bonilla said. “| think | learned everything | know about baseball at that 
school. it's like a major league program it's the best shape I've ever 
been in 

Following a 4-2 sophomore season and resisting offers to pitch at 
Chapman College in Southern California, Bonilla came to CSUS 

“| knew | was going to get some playing time.” “Bones” recalied 
“Smith was on the road to bringing back a winning baliciub. By com- 
ing here, ! thought | could heip his team be champions. And that is 
what we are doing this year 

Bonilla got off to a hot start, posting a 3-1 record before hyperex 
tending his left elbow in a practice session. “After a tough weightiif- 
ting workout, | went out and threw one hard pitch and heard a ‘pop’ — | 
grabbed my arm and thought that my baseball career was over.”

By beating SFSU and Chico back - to - back, | really gained a jot of 
confidence in myself and a damn lot more confidence in the defense 
behind me. | knew that if i did my job those guys would do theirs’.” 

Boniila has had great heip from his teammates this year — offen- 
sively as well as defensively. Often the team will score the winning 
runs in the early innings and aliow the pitcher to hold the jead. 

“If you can get the offense, the runs, in the early innings, you just 
have to go out and throw strikes. You don't have to worry about a close 
game.

Cheap shelter for low budget

Imagine spending a weekend in San Francisco 
going skiing at Norden for only $5.50 a night or, for 
less than $8 a night, visiting Aspen, Colorado or 
Washington, D.C 

Sound like a drearn? Sound like a cheap piot from 
a Fantasy isiand episode? Sound like a pian to 
undermine the American economy? 

it does, but it’s not. Youth Hostels are one of the 
only places in the world where low budget 
travellers on foot or bike can sieep for less than it 
costs to visit a hair sytlist 

Youth Hostels are jow cost, overnight iodgings 
where travelers can eat, sleep and meet people from 
other states and countries While private rooms area 
rarity, and room service is non - existent, most 
hostels charge jess than $10 a night, making them a 
very attractive stop 

There are over 5,000 hostels in 50 countries. In 
the United States, there are around 250, with over 20 
in California. Although there are hostels ali over the 
United States, the majority are in the North - east. on 
the West Coast and in Colorado Sacramento has a 
hostel, located on the Cai Expo State Fairgrounds 

Hostels range in size from a one or two - bed 
Home Hostel to locales with over 100 beds Most 
hostels in the United States will accommodate about 
40 people a night. In Europe, the hostels are larger 
and there are more of them 

Youth Hostels are not only for the young, at jeast 
not in the United States. American Youth Hostels are 
open to everyone, regardiess of age, but minors may 
need parental permission to stay. There are a few 
countries in which admission is limited to or given 
preferentially to people under 26, but hostels in most 
countries only require the traveller to be young at 
heart 
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Services offered vary from hostel to hostel, but 
most offer basic dormitory - styie accommodations 
There are usually two or more bedrooms, with 
several beds in h room, a common room with 
couches, bathrooms with showers and a kitchen 
where guests prepare their own food 

The hostel outfits the bed with biankets and a 
pillow. Each guest must have his own sleep sack, a 
large bag made out of sheets. The sieep sack serves 
as a sheet for the bed. Most hostels provide local site 
- seeing and historical information. some aiso have 
laundry facilities and recreation rooms 

Beds can be reserved but are usually assigned on 
a first come, first served basis. Some of the more 
popular hostels require reservations, especially dur- 
ing peak seasons. Crowding is common during the 
winter in hostels near ski areas and during the 
summer in large - city operations. Bikers and hikers 
with weil - planned routes and schedules are advised 
to get reservations which can be obtained by sen- 
ding the first night's fee to the manager of the hostel 
and specitying the nights for which a spot is to be 
reserved 

There is a catch to the low prices hostels offer 
Several rules and requirements must be followed 
Alcohol, smoking and non - prescription drugs are 
not allowed in most hostels, and there is a curfew, 
usually 11 p m. Each visitor is required to clean up 
after himself and do a short chore such as vacuum- 
ing Of window washing to maintain the hostel. This is 
in additior, to the user fee, usually between $2 and $8 
a night. Also, the hostel is closed daily from around 
9:30 a.m. to § p.m. and a visitor can only stay three 
continuous nights at any one hostel 

The rules are enforced rigidly in large cities, sim- 
ply because of the population crunch. but are 
generally more fiexibly applied at the srnalier outfits 
Rules may vary from hostel to hostei 

Hostels are designed as stopovers for people 
traveling under their own power or using public 
transportation, especially in Europe Automobiles 
may be used under certain conditions, but their use 
is usually discouraged

Most of the peopie who stay in hosteis belong toa 
Youth Hostel organization. Youth Hostel members 
receive discounts on overnight fees and priority ad- 
mission over non - members. They aiso receive 
newsletters and may participate in Youth Hostel ac- 
tivities. A membership costs $14.00 a year for adults 
and $7 00 a year for peopie under 18 or over 60 years 
old. Group and family memberships are also 
aailable. Hostels in the United States are usually 
supported solely by the overnight and membership 
fees, but some hostel buildings are government 
owned 

‘The biggest thing that sets us apart from a cheap 
motel, says Sacramento Hostel Manager Rick 
Wiiheim, “is that people have to meet each other 
here. They discover that the rest of the human race is 
pretty decent after ail 

According to Wilhelm, over half of the visitors are 
from other countries, and many are students or have 
recently Graduated and are doing some traveling 
before they settle down. School groups and families 
are aiso common visitors to hostels The at- 
mosphere provides interesting and often 
educational conversations. Single travelers often 
meet others who have similar interests, and they end 
up doing things together 

The Sacramento hostel, which will accommodate 
15 people, has a more relaxed atmosphere than 
many of the others, says Wilheim. The surrounding 
area iS also quiet and siow - paced, he maintains 
People can spend the day lying by the river unwin- 
ding after leaving the urban pressures of San Fran- 
cisco or Los Angeles 

The Sacramento link in the American Youth 
Hostel chain may soon be removed. it has been 
decided that the hostel is too costly for Cal Expo 
which owns the present building. As of the end of 
May, the Sacramento hostel must be moved to 
another location. No other site has been located, 
and Wilhelm is not very optimistic about finding 
another locale 

Most Americans are not as aware of hostels as are 
Europeans. “in most European cities,” Wilhelm 
mentions, “everyone knows where the local hostel! 
is. Wilhelm stresses that the American people need 
to realize hostels are out there and available

When people taik about artists, the ones usually 
mentioned are in the company of Van Gogh, da Vinci 
and Picasso, ali of whom ave men. It may be a long 
time before appreciation of women artists becomes 
widespread, hut Matrix, a woman artists’ support 
group in Sacramento, is trying to spped the process

“People think that women can't make art,” says 
Matrix First Vice President Maru Hoeber ‘it's OK to 
be artistic, crafty and cutesy by making nice curtains 
for your house or pothoiders, but if you ever make a 
big piece of sculpture, people thing you couldn't 
possibly do it. Our objective is to encourage women 
artists.” 

Martix was founded in the spring of 1978 and has 
been providing technical and persona! support for 
women artists. The organization has sponsored 
different kinds of workshops, classes and art shows 
featuring the members’ works and has its own art 
gallery 


Maay members critique other members’ work 
They also trade tips on buying supplies or dealing 
with galleries 


Sometimes, when women artists aren't in an 
academic setting, they become real isola'ed. So, it's 
really important that these women get out and ex- 
change ideas with other women,” said Hoeber 

This aesthetic has 15 to 20 artists and 
creates a wide range of art Some of the types of 
work they do include painting, printmaking, fabric 
work, bronze work and ceramics.

The Lake Tahoe area is slipping in to the hot tub 
craze, and a few establishments cater specifically to 
newlyweds and tourists.

Sacramento opened its first hot tub es- 
tablishment recently, and | am pleased to say it is far

Three weeks ago, Uffeiman suffered a nose injury 
that was later found to involve several tiny fractures 
bufshe went out and pitched long enough to record 


awin “That shows you what she’s made of,” said 
Strickland 
Uffeiman aiso plays on a rebuilt knee. Hurt 


originally playing slow - pitch softball, the knee re- 
quired surgery in 1979 and Uffelman wears an in- 
tricate brace on it while she's playing. She says it 
doesn't restrict her playing in any way except on the 
base paths where she is forced to slide headfirst 
Uffelman would probably be the ace of most 
staffs around. In her last eight appearances, which 
have included six consecutive wins, the powerful 
right - hander has given up one earned run in 32 in 
nings For the season, she has an impressive 78 ERA 
in 45 innings. She has completed three of seven 
starts including a one - hitter and a four - hit shutout 
After attending Cosumnes River College in 1976 
77, Sacramento City College in 1978 and UC 
Berkeley in 1978-79, Uffelman decided on CSUS 
because of its athletic training program. “Joe Ramos 
and Doris Fennessy got me interested. so | decided

It's a different story this year. “Last season we had 
a Star - oriented staff, but we all get along great here 
If a staff gets along, then it will be successful. We're 
all pulling for each other,” said Uffelman 


Uffeiman serves as the designated hitter when 
she isn't pitching, and she is one of the top hitters on 
the team with a 357 average 

Spradlin Strickland feels Spradlin has more 
ball movement than anybody on the staff. Her 
problem has been with wildness. She has walked 20 
batters in 34 innings while giving up only 24 hits 

Her 1-2 record is deceptive. She has a 1 24 ERA 
along with a three - hit shutout and another three 
hitter she lost. She has been pulled out of two games 
in the fourth inning, despite giving up only one hit 

‘There's nothing worse for a pitcher than being 
taken out, especially three straight times like | was 
early in the season,” said Spradlin 

Strickland and McConkie believe Spradlin has all 
the tools to become a top pitcher if she develops 
more confidence. ‘She needs to relax more on the 
mound, but that will come with more experience 
Our ball club hasn't been been hitting, so we haven't 
been able to be real patient with her 

Spradlin feels the pressure to succeed “College 
ball is highly competitive, and there is no room for 
errors, she said. An indication she might succeed 
comes from the fact that during high schoo! she was 
told that she wouldn't be able to pitch on the college 
level however she has made it this far 


Sears — Only 18. Sears, along with Spradlin. is 
CSUS's hope for the future. The former Dei Campo 
star has made the most of her limited action this 
season She is 1-0 and has not allowed an earned run 
in 8 1/3 innings 

Strickland says Sears is 100 percent better thar
